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QB’s A Luxury For Ditka 


Mike Tomezak’s performance Saturday night against the 
Indianapolis Colts has got to make Mike Ditka feel better 
with his number one quarterback, Jim McMahon, on the 
sidelines. 

Right now Ditka has three quarterbacks that can do the 
job, and that has to be a great luxury for him. Tomezak’s 
second straight star performance included three touch- 
down passes and pin-point throwing as he completed nine 
of 11 attempts in the second half. 

And don’t forget about Steve Fuller’s play toward the 
end of the first half. At first, Fuller had a rough time in the 
game, but he showed some poise and maturity by com- 
ing back with some good plays toward the end of the half 
to give the Bears a comfortable halftime lead. 

The only thing Ditka has to worry about with his quar- 
terbacks is to try to get McMahon ready in time for the 
regular season opener against Cleveland Sept. 7. But if 
he isn’t ready, Tomczak and Fuller are ready to do the job. 

The fact that the Bears have rolled up over 30 points 
in two of their three exhibition games so far is really a trib- 
ute to the offense. The offense is usually behind the 


defense at this point in the season, and for the Bears to 
have that kind of success on offense already is a sign of 
good things to come. 

And then, of course, there is the defense. It has picked 
up right where it left off last season. Against the Colts, the 
Bears forced three turnovers, an interception by Vestee 
Jackson and fumble recoveries by Reggie Phillips and Wil- 
ber Marshall. 

Some excellent individual performances were turned in 
by Tom Sanders and Dennis Gentry, who caughi five pass- 
es for 81 yards and a touchdown. Geniry has really come 
a long way and is a real asset to the Bears when he is 
on the field. The Bears need to utilize his full capabilities. 

All in all, it’s the same story as last year. The offense 
is rolling up the points and the defense is playing mean 
and stingy. The Bears are so deep it doesn’t matter who 

is playing. They're all doing so well and it’s sad that some 
of them will have to be cut because they're all good 
players. 

The Bears are doing the same things that won them the 
Super Bow! last year. gs it looks like they're on their way 
again.

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Bears Roll Past Colts Behind Tomczak

Could someone tell the Bears this is only the pre- 
season? , 

Or better yet, could someone tell quarterback Mike 
Tomcezak that he isn’t supposed to be in midseason form 
yet? 

Tomezak came into the Bears’ game Saturday night 
against the Indianapolis Colts at Soldier Field in the se- 
cond half to throw three touchdown passes and help lead 
the Bears to an easy 38-21 win. 

Tomezak moved the ball like a seasoned veteran, and 
the Bear defense gave the crowd a’ repeat performance 
of its championship season in its first home appearance 
since the NFC playoffs last year by forcing three turnovers 
by the Colts. 

Saturday’s game was the second pre-season contest 
in a row the Bears rolled over their opponent and was the 
team’s third straight victory in the pre-season. 

But even the latest Bear stomping didn’t have Chicago 
coach Mike Ditka totally satisfied with his team. 

“A lot of people played well but earlier we didn’t play 
well,”’ he said. “| don’t understand it. | don’t think it’s any 
indication of how good we are. It’s just a game that hap- 
pened that way.” 

What please Ditka the most about the game was the 
effort shown by his team. : 

“The guys played hard,” he said. “And the coaches did 
a good job with the young kids because when they played 
they understood what was going on out there and they 
played hard. That’s what | liked about it.”’ 

And Ditka had to be impressed for the second game in 
a row with Tomezak. Tomezak was sharp throughout the 
second half after taking over for starter Steve Fuller. Tomc- 
zak completed nine of 11 passes for 115 yards without 
an interception. Number one quarterback Jim McMahon 
was on the sidelines in street clothes during the game with 
a groin muscle injury. 

Tomezak credited his performance to his return to the

fundamentals. 

“It was time for me to get back to the basics,”’ he said. 
“That’s all that coach asks is give 100 percent and that’s 
what I’m trying to do.”’ 

Tomezak’s effort definitely was good enough. After 
Chicago built a 17-7 halftime lead Tomezak led the Bears 
to a touchdown on the second half’s opening series. The 
drive lasted 7:35, going 81 yards in 13 plays. 

Tomezak completed four passes on the drive, three to 
Dennis Gentry and the final one, a 12-yard pass, to David 
Williams for the score. 

The Tomezak-Gentry duo also was working later in the 
quarter when the two connected for two completions in 
a five-play, 53-yard scoring drive to make the score 31-7 
with just over a minute left in the third quarter. The score 
came on a one-yard touchdown pass from Tomczak to 
Gentry. 

Tomezak’s performance did come against the second 
string defense, so Ditka decided after the game Tomcezak 
would start against the St. Louis Cardinals in next week’s 
game at Soldier Field. 

“| hope his performance is as it was the last couple of 
weeks,”’ Ditka said. ‘‘l’ve been tremendously impressed 
at what I’ve seen. He’s come back to give me all the con- 
fidence that | had in him a year ago. He’s got a great arm 
and he’s been able to do things that make you look twice.” 

Ditka has also noticed a change in Tomczak since the 
opening of camp. 

“The other thing is early in camp he forced the ball,”’ 
Ditka said. ‘He tried to be impressive. He’s not trying that 
anymore and he’s doing well. And I’m happy for him. 

“And | was happy for Steve. Those last two drives we 
moved the ball. We didn’t protect very well early. And we 
were trying to throw to some patterns 15 and 20-yards 
deep, and that’s not our forte.”’ 

Fuller, however, didn’t have any excuses for his per- 
formance, in which he completed just five of 17 attempts 
for 49 yards. 

“| was so bad and it reflected on the team when it 
shouidn’t have'because it’s basically a one-man show,”’ 
Fuller said. “| think Tomcezak deserves to start next week. 
| certainly can't argue with it because | haven’t gotten the 
job done. | think it’s well deserved. The guy’s playing as 
well as anybody right now.” 

; But this season has not been a good one for Fuller so 
ar. 

“I've been fairly stable the last couple years and right 
now it’s just not there,” he said. ‘‘After eight years in the 
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league there are a lot of things | shouldn’t be doing that 
1 am. | don’t have a lot of confidence right now. So It's 
been kind of a struggle all year. Playing quarterback is 
about 95 percent confidence at this level. It’s just not there 
for me now and | don’t know what it is.” 

One guy who is gaining confidence is Gentry. The run- 
ning back will get a closer look from Ditka at wide receiver 
this week after catching five passes in Saturday’s game 
for 81 yards, including a 43-yard pass play that he almost 
broke for a touchdown: Gentry also added 20 yards on 
the ground. 

But if catching passes means more playing time than 
when running the bail Gentry will be more than willing to 
do it. 

“it'll give me an opportunity to get on the field and/help 
the team get to where we were last year,”’ he said. 
“‘Wherever he puts me I’m going to give 100 percent. If 
| do go out there to wide receiver I’m going to be commit- 
ted to it and do my best.” 

Ditka plans on having Gentry practice at wide receiver 
this week and play that position against the Cardinals on 
Saturday. 

A good battle has continued for the punting job. Both 
Maury Buford and rookie John Teltschik kicked the ball 
well again against the Colts. 

Teltschik, punting in the first half, averaged 43 yards 
on four kicks, and Buford averaged 53.5 yards on two 
kicks. Buford’s long punt of the night was 54 yards, and 
Teltschik connected for a 57-yard punt in the game.

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Youth Doesn’t Bother Ditka 


Mike Ditka played immediately as a rookie with the 
Bears and made the Pro Bowl at the end of the year. It 
immediately shaped his attitude about youth and ability 
in the National Football League. 

In Dallas, he saw coach Tom Landry go to the 1975 Su- 
per Bowl with 12 rookies. He saw him turn over person- 
nel steadily even after Super Bowl victories. Young players 
didn’t scare him. 

DITKA YANKED JIM Covert out of his fourth NFL game 
because he was getting beat. Bears’ offensive line coach 
Dick Stanfel tried to remind Ditka that Covert was just a 
kid. Ditka didn’t look at it that way. Covert was just a good 
player who was getting beat. 

“| never thought of Jimbo Covert as a rookie,”’ said Dit- 
ka. ‘‘He was better than half the tackles in the league the 
day he stepped on the field.”’ 

Youth is no excuse to Ditka. It is no barrier. He scoffs

at the old theory that quarterbacks in particular needed 
several years of seasoning before a coach could safely 
allow them to step onto a field. He scoffed at former defen- 
sive coordinator Buddy Ryan for refusing to allow rookies 
on-the-job training. 

THE BEARS HAD the youngest team in the-National 
Football Conference last year and one of the youngest in 
the league. They were undoubtedly the best team. 

In 1986, they might get younger. Ditka believes so 
strongly in young players that he goes overboard to give 
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them a chance. If Lew Barnes didn’t understand that be- 
fore the Pittsburgh exhibition, he understood it afterwards. 

After fumbling away two punts and mishandling a third, 
Barnes stood in the locker room clutching a game ball he 
wasn’t about to drop. He had returned his final punt 54 
yards for a touchdown that sealed the Bears’ 33-13 victory. 

MINUTES EARLIER, HE had left the field clutching his 
hands to his helmet in despair after losing his second fum- 
ble. Barnes is only 5-8, but he felt a lot smaller than that. 
The only thing that seemed smaller were the chances of 
the fifth-round draft choice to make the team. \ 

“1 said to myself, ‘That did it. | know I’m going out 
now,’ "’ said Barnes. ‘I kind of hung around coach Kazor 
to see if I’d get the call.” 

Special teams coach Steve Kazor asked Ditka: “‘Have 
you seen enough?” 

“LEAVE HIM in,” said Ditka. 

“He sees things other people don’t see,"’ said Kazor. 
“I think if it had been a regular season game, he would 
have been choking me.” 

“He’s too good,”’ explained Ditka. “We might have a 
threat. We might have something special.” 

BARNES CAN NEVER say he didn’t get a shot. 

Ditka had to release more than a dozen prospects this 
week. It’s the one part of his job he hates. -' 4s 

“| think I'll leave town and let Vainisi cut them,”’ said 
Ditka. “‘We give guys a chance to prove they’re good foot- 
ball players without cutting them in four or five days. If you 
looked at some of these kids three weeks ago, they didn’t 
look very good, but they look a heckuva lot better now.” 

THE BEARS HAD five rookie draft choices and three 
rookie free agents on their roster for the Super Bowl last 
year. 

This year, Ditka said he wouldn't doubt that seven rook- 
ies would make the team. 

“| try to explain to everyone that it’s foolish to think they 
have a job made,” said Ditka. ‘We have to get better in 
backup positions. If your backup people can’t eventually 
Start for you, you've got problems.” 

ONE OF THE ‘backup’ people Ditka mentions first is 
second-year linebacker Jim Morrissey. 

“He's given us a great camp,” said Ditka. 

As a rookie last season, Morrissey rarely got to prac- 
tice in Ryan’s scheme. Ryan prefers his youngsters to sit

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patiently, watch, study, and learn. It infuriated Ditka, who 
prefers to throw players into the fire. 

THE YEAR BEFORE, Ditka did a slow burn when Ryan 
kept rookie Wilber Marshall on the bench behind Al Har- 
ris. Ryan explained Harris was doing the job and Marshall 
would make too many mistakes. Since the Bears finished 
No. 1 in defense, Ditka had a difficult time arguing. 

One of the most memorable moments of the Super Bowl 
triumph for Ditka was to see, Morrissey intercept a pass 
late in the game. Another memorable sight was to see 
rookie cornerback Reggie Phillips return an interception 
for a touchdown. 

Ditka feels even better about the cornerback position 
since this year’s second-round pick, Vestee Jackson, 
reported to camp. 

TIGHT END, STILL Ditka's favorite position to watch, 
provides a good example of Ditka’s enthusiasm for youth 
and new blood.

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Tosses Three Touchdown Passes 


Tomczak Finds Way To Top Steeler Game

After Mike Tomczak put on a spectacular passing show 


in the victory over the Steelers, it was hard to imagine how 
the second-year quarterback out of Ohio State would top 
that performance his next time out. But he found a way 
against the Colts last Saturday night. 

Before a near capacity crowd at foggy Soldier Field, 
Tomezak completed 9 of 11 passes for 115 yards and three 
touchdowns in the second half as he guided the Bears to 
a 38-21 victory over the visitors from Indianapolis. Due to 
this tremendous performance, head coach Mike Ditka an- 
nounced Tomczak would start next Saturday's nationally- 
televised game vs. the Cardinals. 

“*TOMCZAK WILL START against St. Louis. That's all 
you've got to know,”’ said Ditka in response to a question 
about where Tomcezak now ranks on the club's depth chart. 
“| want to see how he does against (St. Louis’) first 
defense. It’s important for Mike and this football team to 
see how he goes against front line people. 

“I've been tremendously impressed with what I’ve seen. 
| had not been impressed with what | saw earlier in camp. 
He’s given me all the confidence that | had in him a year 
ago. He's got a great arm and ability to do things. The 
only thing he did wrong earlier in camp was he tried to 
force the ball.”’ 

Tomczak was a bit awed by Ditka’s announcement 
about the start against St. Louis. 

“IT HASN’T HIT me yet,’ he said. ‘I’m gonna work 
my butt off all week and be ready to play.” 

During the three pre-season games, Tomczak has com- 
pleted 31 of 40 passes (78 percent) for 396 yards and six 
touchdowns. He has not thrown an interception. 

“It boils down to the basics,” said Tomczak. ‘‘You can’t 
play good football when you try to force things. It’s like 
that old cliche. You haved to hit the open receiver.”

43.0 on four kicks vs. the Colts. Veteran Maury Buford 
averaged 53.5 on two attempis. 

“We've got two punters who can kick in this league. It’s 
gonna be a while before | make that decision,” said Ditka. 

eWide receiver Brian Baschnagel sees a big change in 
the Bears’ attitude since his earlier days with the team. 

“| think the team is expecting to win every time we go 
out on the football field. When the Colts tied the game at 
seven tonight, | don’t think any of our guys panicked or 
gave up.

ST. LOUIS— With offensive weapons like quarterback 
Neil Lomax, running back Ottis Anderson and wide 
receiver Roy Green, it’s understandable why many peo- 
ple expect the Cardinals to contend for a playoff spot. But 
without a formidable defense, the team isn’t able to 
produce enough victories. 

That was the case in 1985 when the Cardinals finished 
dead last in the NFC East with a 5-11 record. The lowly 
season cost head coach Jim Hanifan his job. Actually, both 
the St. Louis offense and defense had below-par perfor- 
mances last season. On defense, the Cards allowed the 
most touchdown passes (34) and had the fewest intercep- 
tions in the NFL (13). On offense, the team ranked next 
to last in points scored (278) and sacks allowed (65). New 
head coach Gene Stallings hopes better days are ahead. 

“‘| THINK WE have the players to have a good football 
team. We certainly intend to head this franchise in the right 
direction,” said Stallings. ‘‘As far as predicting how well 
we’re going to do, or how fast we’re going to turn it around, 
I’m not going to do that.” 

Stallings knows what winning is all about. Prior to tak- 
ing the St. Louis job, he had been an assistant with the 
Cowboys since 1972. Since his team is in the same divi- 
sion with the Cowboys, Redskins, Giants and Eagles, Stall- 
ings knows his club will have to wake up pretty fast, 
otherwise last place will be waiting once again. 

“My goal as a head coach is to be a winner,”’ he says. 
That's why he has stressed the importance of winning pre- 
season games. Like many new coaches, Stallings wants 
the team to get used to the winning habit, even if the 
games are only exhibitions. 

AFTER THE CARDINALS lost their pre-season opener 
to New England, 21-16 in the annual Hall of Fame Game, 
Stallings made it a point with his club that winning the next 
game (vs. Tampa Bay) would be important. The club took 
the coach’s words to heart as it romped 26-10 over the 
Buccaneers.

‘Even though it’s the pre-season, there was a certain 
amount of pressure to win that first game,” said Siallings. 

During the first two exhibitions, starting quarterback Neil 
Lomax has not fared that well (18 for 34, 228 yards, 1 int.) 
but Stallings isn’t worried. He knows the six-year veteran 
out of Portland State is one of the best signal-callers in 
the league. Lomax passed for 3,214 yards and 18 touch- 
downs last year. He is ranked No..2 among active pass- 
ers with a 82.3 rating. Only San Francisco’s Joe Montana 
ranks higher (92.4). 

LOMAX HAS A FINE crop of receivers to throw to. 
Among them are Green (50 for 693, 5 TDs), Pai Tilley (49 
for 726, 6 TDs), J.T. Smith (43 for 581) and TE Doug Marsh 
(37 for 355). When the Cardinals run the ball, either An- 
derson (7,843 career yards), or Stump Mitchell (183 for 
1,006, 7 TDs in 1985) gets the ball. 

On defense, Stallings is planning to go witha 3-4 quite 
often this year. 

‘Based on our personnel, we might be better suited for 
the 3-4. But we’re going to work on. both defensive 
schemes,”’ he says. 

THE CLUB’S DEFENSIVE leaders include LB EJ. 
Junior (1,06 tackles, 5 int.), strong safety Leonard Smith 
(116 tackles, 3 sacks, 2 int.) LB Freddie Joe Nunn (84 tack- 
les, 3 sacks) and defensive end Curtis Greer (58 tackles, 
7 sacks). Defensive end Al “Bubba” Baker remained un- 
signed as of late last week. However, No. 1 draft choice 
Anthony Bell, a linebacker out of Michigan State, finally 
came to terms. 

Second-round draft choice John Lee, a placekicker out 
of UCLA, connected on all six of his field goal tries during 
the first two exhibitions. Punter Carl Birdsong has been 
averaging 45.5 during the pre-season. His 41.4 career 
average is second best in club history. Both Clyde Dun- 
can (19.6) and Mitchell (18.2) are threats on kickoff returns, 
and J.T. Smith is a very effective punt returner (10.9): 

“| want us to be a tough football team,” says Stallings. 
“|! want us to be tough both physically and menially. | don’t 
want a big play to shatter us. The game is decided, obvi- 
ously, by lots of plays. And | don’t want one, two or three 
plays to decide whether or not we win or lose.” 
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Effective Drug Program Should Be Top Priority 


When the NFL's great thinkers should be devising a 
drug program, they're playing power games instead. 

Peie Rozelle enacts a polity he knows the union will 
reject, The union leaders merely shake their heads rather 
than scratching them to. come up with a better way. Bears 
management threatens to'suspend all the players and can- 
ce! a game before cooler heads clear up the misunder- 
standing over pre-season urine tests. 

THERE'S ONE THING certain about the next drug pro- 
gram for the league. It won't work unless the players feel 
they had some input. They have to be considered part- 
ners here, not adversaries. 

Besides, they might have some good ideas. 

They have the most to lose from an ineffective drug pro- 
gram, It’s the players who lives are in danger if they use 
drugs. It's the players who don’t want a drugged team- 
mate blowing a championship. It’s the players whom peo- 
ple are whispering about. 

“*| DON'T WANT people saying, ‘That guy’s a football 
player. You better stay away from him. He might be on 
drugs,’ Mike Singletary says. ‘‘! don’t like that, | want 
to get this cleaned up.” 

Rozelle says he does, too. Several Bear players aren't 
sure. They’re'sure Rozelle wants to create the public im- 
pression of aman and league actively concerned about 
the problem, But Rozelle’s proposal smacked more of a 
public relations gesture than a sincere attempt to curb drug 
use among NFL players. 

They're not balking at Rozelle’s program because they 
don't want a drug program. They want something better. 

ROZELLE’S PROGRAM WOULD feature random test- 
ing forseveral narcotics, and three stages of punishments 
for players who test positive. The first strike would bring 

~ 30 days of counseling at half pay, the second a 30-day 
suspension and the third an indefinite expulsion from the 
league, which only Rozelle could rescind. 

He announced the program shortly after the highly pub- 
licized deaths of Cleveland safety Don Rogers and basket- 
ball player Len Bias from cocaine. Public clamor for action 
had been building since late January, when six New En- 
gland Patriots were identified as having drug problems. 
Then two people died. The NFL felt pressure to do some- 
thing, anything. 

“There areso many tings we aretend we dan’tsee until 
it hits home,” Singletary says. ‘‘Now something happens 
and we've got to do something. Right now. That's not right. 
You don’t ever make decisions out of emotion.” 

IT’S AS WRONG TO overreact to the deaths of Bias 
and Rogers as it was to underreact while the drug problem

was developing over many years. “Those were tragedies,” 
says Brian Baschnagel, who succeeded Gary Fencik and 
preceded Singletary as the Bears’ representative to the 
union. “We all want to avoid them. But | don’t think spot 
checking would have done it.” 

The spot check, or random drug test, is the foundation 
of Rozelle’s program. Catch and punish. ‘‘Scare tactics,”’ 
players call it. 

“Fear is probably a very powerful tactic,’ Baschnagel 
says. “But why would anybody try drugs in the first place? 

“IT SEEMS TO ME, with people dying, there’s been 
enough fear to keep them from trying drugs in the first 
place. But they apparently are. And more fear tactics ar- 
en't going to eliminate them from trying drugs again.” 

The fear of punishment doesn’t seem to be enough,

then. 

“A college professor of mine told me, ‘You don’t treat 
symptoms. You treat causes,’ Singletary says. ‘‘All 
punishments do is frighten people. If I’m not using drugs 
because I'm afraid of getting caught and not getting paid, 
what’s to keep me from using them in the off-season? 

‘BUT IF I’M educated about the dangers of drugs, | may 
think twice about it. | may decide on my own, ‘This isn’t 
something | want to do. Get out of my face with it.’ ” 

Even if random testing weeds out most of the players 
already using drugs, Singletary’s concern is it won't stop 
new players from using them. At best, then, the tactic can 
only break even. As Baschnagel says, ‘‘Let’s eliminate the 
problem from the beginning.” 

Education is pari of the NFL’s program. But players say 
the NFL's drug education in the past has aimed more at 
arousing fear than at explaining why drugs, and especially 
cocaine, are so addictive and dangerous. 


MOST ATHLETES DO not know how addictive cocaine 
can be. “It’s an in thing to do,” says Dave Duerson, whose 
own non-profit company is strongly involved in fighting 
drug use. “'It's like fast cars. You drive them without real- 
ly knowing they're a death trap.” 

They hear of Len Bias:and Don Rogers dying from co- 
caine, but those are isolated cases. They always happen 
to someone else. 

As common as injuries are in football, most players think 
even injuries will only happen to the other guy. 

“PEOPLE EXPERIMENT,”’ Fencik says. “You have a 
long night, you'll try anything once. But some people ar- 
en't able to handle it.” 

Maybe they wouldn't have tried cocaine that once if they 
had know why it is so dangerous. Medical knowledge in- 
dicates athletes are especially susceptible to cocaine ad- 
diction because the drug can mimic the ‘‘competitive high”’ 
that comes from playing and winning. But few athletes 
know what many doctors know. 

Punishments are necessary for weeding out undesira- 
ble players, but they shouldn’t take education’s place as 
the primary deterrant. “‘If I'm a rookie and the only thing 
that'll happen to me. if | test positive is my,pay gets cut 
in half, that doesn’t say anything to me,”’ Singletary says. 
“Give me a sensible reason not to use drugs. Don’t just 
punish me if | do.” 

AND IF THE punishments are for weeding out those who 
don’t buy the education, then those punishments should 
be harsh. 

“Life is full of choices,” Willie Gault says. ‘If you choose 
drugs, go ahead. But if you’re caught once, you're sus- 
pended for a year. If you’re caught twice, you're out for 
good.”’ 

Fencik goes even farther. *‘Playing devil's advocate, if 
the league is entirely bent on getting rid of drugs, one 
offense and you're out,’’ he says. “‘If you test positive in 
college, you're out.” 

THE PLAYERS ALSO are understandably skeptical 
about putting urine bottles in the hands of people respon- 
sible only to league management, not to the Players As- 
sociation. Al Harris wants a tougher program than what 
Rozelle has proposed, but he says, ‘‘There’s a lot of laws 
that look good but could be perverted if they’re abused.” 
Even Gault, one of the most outspoken anti-drug players, 
worries that teams could use drug tests to eliminate play- 
ers they don’t want. 

“Something has to be done,’’ Fencik says. “But if we’re

really concerned about the players, what have we done 
for James Maness?”’ Maness, the only Bear ever public- 
ly identified as a cocaine addict, was cut last May after 
two unsuccessful trips to rehabilitation clinics. 

Aftercare is just one of the holes the players find in 
Rozelle’s program. On existing aftercare programs, too 
many athletes spend 30 days in rehab and go back on 
drugs 30 days later. The league should be trying to find 
something better. 

WHERE IS THE appeals system for players who test 
positive? The tests aren’t perfect. Clean people have test- 
ed positive. 

And why just the players? Can’t front-office people and 
coaches reflect just as poorly on the league’s integrity? 

And what about anabolic steroids? They're probably a 
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much more rampant drug problem in the NFL than co- 
caine, and they probably affect the quality of play more. 

AND WHAT ABOUT college students? NFL sources 
leaked information last winter that nearly one of every six 
draft candidates tested positive for drugs, mostly mariju- 
ana. They were deflecting the blame. In effect, they said, 
“Hey, we’re inheriting the problem.” 

“If it’s coming out of the colleges, take the education 
there as well,”’ Singletary says. ‘Those guys don’t know 
what they’re doing. They’re a bunch of kids.” 

The playefs’ union has blocked Rozelle from unilater- 
ally imposing his program, but it would go into effect in 
September if binding arbitration is in his favor. The issue 
then will be the scope of Rozelle’s authority. 

The more important long-term issue is the scope of any 
program's effectiveness at reducing players’ drug use. 
That's what concerns far-thinking players. It's what should 
concern the league office, too. 


Bell, Anderson Sign 


The Bears hit the daily double last week as both vete- 
ran safety Todd Bell and rookie running back Neal Ander- 
son signed contracts with the team. 

Bell, the veteran safety out of Ohio State who missed 
the entire 1985 season due to a contract dispute, signed 
a three-year pact worth an estimated $1.2 million. Accord- 
ing to general manager Jerry Vainisi, the deal is worth a 
‘little more” than the four-year, $1.6 million pagkage he 
rejected last year when he sat out the Super Bowl season. 

“IT’S BEEN WORTH it,” said Bell about the holdout. 
“It’s been a rough long road. | can’tireally look back and 
have regrets. I’m just sorry | wasn’t part of that Super Bowl 
XX. But that’s behind me.” 

Bell added, ‘'l feel like a rookie. | know I'm coming back 
on the second team. | have to work at the job all over.” 

Anderson, the Bears’ No. 1 draft choice out of Florida, 
signed a four-year deal worth a reported $1.25 million. 

“Right now, | don’t remember what he looks like,” said 
head coach Mike Ditka. ‘This will be the first time we saw 
him since we drafted him.’ Anderson did not attend the 
May mini-camp due to final exams. 

The Bears also announced the signing of veteran cor- 
nerback Leslie Frazier. He is expected to miss the entire 
1986 season due to a serious knee injury sustained in Su- 
per Bowl XX,

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McGinnis Enjoys Being With ‘The Best’ 


When David McGinnis received an offer to join the 
Chieago Bears as a defensive coach, he was thrilled. 
However, a number of his friends and colieagues openly 
questioned the wisdom of his leaving a secure position 
on the Kansas State coaching staff for the possible insecu- 
rity of a professionali team at the top of the mountain in 
the National Football League. 

But to McGinnis, there was never any question about 
what he'd do: 

“YOU ALWAYS LOOK to try to get to the best, because 
you want to be the best,” he says. ‘““The Chicago Bears 
embody the best right now and that’s why it was such a 
natural thing for me to go with the Bears.” 

For McGinnis, wanting to achieve is something that 


separates people. To use the old baseball analogy, when 
it comes time to make the crucial catch, there are those 
who say, “hit it to me.”” And, sadly, there are those who 
wish the ball would be hit to anybody but themselves. 

He thinks there are more who avoid making the big play, 
in sports or any other undertaking, than there are those 
who want the ball hit to them. : 

“THAT DOESN’T MAKE sense to me” he bristles. Cit- 
ing those who don't want to make the crucial catch he 
says, ‘‘the problem with that is that you’re just one step 
removed from the game. You might as well not be on the 
playing fieid. You ought to be in the stands, spectating. 

“If you're going to be involved, you neéd to be involved 
to the utmost. You need to want to be the pivotal part of 
what goes on. 

‘When | was coaching at Indiana State | got to know 
Larry Bird very well,” he continues. ‘‘ When it’s crucial 
and when it’s down to it, when the seconds are ticking 
off, Larry doesn’t want anybody but himself to have the 
ball. He wants to have it. { think all your impact people 
are like that.” 

THE NEW defensive assistant sees the Bears as a team 
“tull of guys like that, guys who want to make the differ- 
ence. When you get a collection of difference-makers on 
your coaching staff and out there on the football field, then 
you've got a chance in this game.” 

He spent the previous 14 seasons as a college assis- 
tant (TCU, Missouri, Indiana State, Kansas State) for just 
one reason — the opportunity to coach in the NFL. McGin- 
nis views his job as “‘any coach’s dream come true. It’s 
areal thrill. It’s exciting just to come to work for the Bears 
every morning. 

“'m doing something that I'm totally immersed in,” he 
says. “‘My job is what | enjoy doing. This is what I’ve al- 
ways wanted to do. Passing up a job like this just doesn’t 
make sense to me. Playing it safe is just existing, it’s hav- 
ing a guard or a buffer. It's not really living. If you don’t 
try to do your best when you have an opportunity to be 
with the best, you’re cheating yourself.” 

WHEN McGINNIS WAS playing at TCU (where he was 
a three-year starter at defensive back and a two-time aca- 
demic all-SWC pick) he fell in love with golf. He and several 
of the other TCU players worked as spotters for ABC Tel- 
evision during the Colonial Tour in Fort Worth. 

On one occasion he got to sit in the telecast booth with 
Bud Paimer and Dave Marr. (“‘intriguing,” he pronounces 
it.) 

Now golf is his chief form of relaxing away from foot- 
bail. “If | could have one sports fantasy,’’ he muses, “‘it'’d 
be to be a tour golfer. | could sit and watch those pros 
forever. I'd say I'm a decent golfer, but not a great golfer. 

“BUT WITH COACHING, you don’t get to play golf very 
much, Just about the time you get your swing grooved, 
it's time to quit and go back to coaching.

Fans Bark For New Heroes

Not even a minute had gone by in the Bears’ first home 
appearance of the year before Bear fans showed they were 
in mid-season voice, tuning up their bark at the :59 mark 
of the first quarter thanks to a Reggie Phillips tumble recov- 
ery which set up the world champs’ first touchdown. 

A familiar face by the name of Walter Payton cracked 
the Colts’goal line from one yard out to cap a 10-play, 39 
yard drive, scoring behind the patented steam roll block 
of William Perry who buried the middle of the Colts’ defen- 
sive line somewhere in the middle of the end zone. 

This crowd, which came to cheer like no other Soldier 
Field pre-season gathering in recent memory, would be 
rewarded with new heroes to raise their voices to and a 
38-21 lasher which kept Chicago’s pre-season ledger per- 
fect at 3-0. 

Putting a charge into an offense, which managed to post 
a 17-7 halftime advantage despite a dismal 5-17 perfor- 
mance from Steve Fuller, was second-year quarterback 
Mike Tomezak. 


“Mike will start against St. Louis,’ said Coach Mike Dit- © 


ka, who has watched the native Chicagoan renew the con- 
fidence Ditka had in him a year ago. 

“| want to see him work with our first string players and 
have the opportunity to play against their first string 
defense. There is certainly no question about his mechan- 
ics. He’s got a great arm,”’ raved Ditka, emerging as one 
of Tomczak’s biggest rooters. 

Completing seven of nine third quarter-passes for 97 
yards and two touchdowns and tossing a third TD strike 
midway in the final frame did not guarantee his role as 
number one backup to last year’s miracle worker, Jim 
McMahon, but he’s not pressing his success. 

“I'm just going to work by butt off in practice all this week 
with the first team and try to keep my head on my shoul- 
ders and see how everything falls into place,” said Tomc- 
zak, who should at least be given a bigger part in Super 
Bowl Shuffle Part II, if the Bears decide to follow-up their 
hit single of last year. 

“Starting for this team will be the coaches’ decision and 
that’s three weeks away, I’m just going to concentrate on 
not trying to make the big play all the time and get back 
to basics which means hitting the open man,” added 
Saturday night’s star, who picked on three different 
receivers to fire his touchdown strikes to. 

Dave Williams, Dennis Gentry and E.J. Jones all found 
their way into the end zone courtesy of Tomczak’s tosses. 

Gentry, who admits to having a burning desire of want: 
ing more playing time but realizes when you’re backing 
up the greatest running back of all time your chances are

limited, led all receivers with five catches for 81 yards in- 
cluding a sparkling 43-yard play where he nearly outran 
the entire Colt secondary. 

“It’s great motivation to have the crowd behind you, but 
! can’t be too concerned with their.cheers. What | have 
to do is concentrate on my assignment and realize if | ex- 
ecute, I'll keep getting those cheers and hopefully more 
playing time,” added Gentry, who may have some new 
assignments for this Saturday's national TV rumble with 
St. Louis. 

“| want to take a look at Dennis from a wide receiver 
slot,” said Ditka. ‘‘It’s different than catching passes out 
of the backfield and you're working against better people 
when you line up‘out there on the line,”’ noted Ditka, whose 
remarks drew a puzzled look from Gentry, but not an un- 
willing response. 


“| just think | can be more effective and more produc- 
tive the more I’m on the fieid,’’ said Gentry, whose atti- 
tude is contagious for those hungry for a chance. 

While Tomezak encored his spectacle in Pittsburgh with 
a brilliant effort, fifth round draft choice from Oregon Lew 
Barnes is doing all he can to make the team. 

He’s already become a crowd pleaser after his 85-yard 
punt return for a touchdown against the Steelers, but with 
key cut down dates yet to come, Barnes knows he must 
produce each time out. 


Fielding five punts flawlessly, reassuring his critics that 
the fumbles in Pittsburgh were a direct result of butter- 
flies in his stomach and not bricks for hands, the 5'8”’ 
speedster piled up 87 yards in his chances, the longest 
coming on a 30-yard jaunt. 

“There’s pressure to make the team and if that means 
showing my skills on special teams first and then later get- 
ting a chance as a wide receiver, then that's what |'ll do,” 
says Barnes, who recognizes the depth of the Bears and 
knows fifth round picks don’t have the best of odds work- 
ing for them when they're selected by the NFL's best team. 

With that knowledge, Barnes is accepting the cheers 
of the Bears loyalists and knows what he must concen- 
trate on.
